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CHIEF JUSTICE BEATTY. 


Judge W. H. Beatty is baying a harder 


contest for renominotion for Chief Justice 
in California than ba probably antieipaUa. 
Ralph C. Harrison, u prominent iltorney in 
Sao Francisco, is bis principal opponent 
and on Tuesday there was considerable ex- 
citement in Sacramento over the alleged 
frandulent manner in which Mr. Harrison's 
candidacy was inaugurated and in wnieh it 
was being conducted. A letter signed by 
many of tbfe prominent business men of 
San Francisco, among them quite a num- 
ber of Judge Beatty's warmest friends, was 
pnbhuhed, tirging Mr. Harrison to allow 
his name to be Tised in the convention, to 
•which he consented. On Tnasday Judge 
Bealty received 
numerous letters from 


signers of the letter, stating that they sup- 
posed that they were indorsing Mr. Harri- 
son for Associate instead of Chief Justice, 


They further stated when they told 


the circulators of the letter that they were 
williDg to support Mr. Harrison as an As- 
sociate Justice but not as an opponent to 
Judge Beatty, they were told to place the 
abreviations "A. 3." after tlieir names and 
it would be all light. When the letter vrus 
published, however, these addendncns were 
omitted and it was madfl to appear th"5t nil 
of the signers favored the nomination of 
Mr. Harrison for Chief Justice. 


Ex-Senator James G. Fair was one of 


the persons who signed in favor of Mr. 
HanisoQ for too lower position. Although 
Mr. Harrison is oxonorated by Judge Beatty 
and his friends from any participation m 
or knowledge ot the fraud, it is believed 
that the incident has lessened materially 
the former's chances and proportionately 
increased the lattar's. for tha nomination. 
Frank Rhoads, the Sacramento boss, is vig- 
orously opposing Judge Beatty, and will 
probably swiug the Sacramento delegation 
egainst him. His grievance is the part 
which the Judge tool! wheu he (Khoads) 
was dispiacsd as controller of the politics 
of Sacramento city and county. Being BOW 
restored to power he is determined if pos- 
sible to get even with the men who effected 
his temporary dethronement. 


Senator John F. Jones has been ont of 


the State considerable of the time daring 
the last Beventeen years. His legislative 
duties have called him to Washington moat 
of the time, and unlike one of Nevada's 
former Senator?, he has not put m a week 
in the Senate and passtd the rest of his time 
in San Francisco 
But ihoug'u Mr. Jon*s 


was absent, his home at Gold Hill was 
always occupied by some members of his 
family, and in good limes and poor its 
hospitable doors have ever bsen wide open. 
Ha made his first fortune in this^Stale, and 
spent a good deal of it hero 
His second 


fortune he made io Alaska and elsewhere, 
or at least the larger p».rt of it. Bnt be 
brought it here whon Con. Virginia was 
selling at ten cents a shart and other stocks 
in proportion, and the Cooistock waq on 
the eve of being abandoned. He resumed 
active operations and put to work end has 
since keft at work, in th* neighborhood of 
a thousand men. It is to be presumed that 
he found it profitable to do so, or ho would 
not have continued the work, but be took 
more chances than most meu woulJ have 
taken, and that many other -stealthy men 
declined to lake, and ha blew m the Alaska 
money for a good many months before ho 
got nny of it back. It mny'be that the 
employer of a thousand mftfers, who but 
for him would cot be employed, ot least in 
this State, is about aa useful and tnterpiis- 
ing a e.tizen as he who gee i extensively 
into ditch digging and rewvoir building. 
We hope that the Senator Tutl see his way 
clear as a business and a patriotic proposi- 
tion to aid in tie building of reservoirs and 
canals hereabouts, but every man to his 
vocation, and if he prefers to risk his com 
in seeking 'o develop new era bodies, and 
so employ icoio men to eat more beef and 
spuds tmd flour, ho may btilp the agri- 
cultnral interest a little after all. Mining 
and irrigation are both laudable enter- 
prises and each, (rit'aont clashing with, it 
a promotivo and holpfol adjunct to the 
other. 


WKONG THIS TIME. 


There is nothing in the Constitution of 


the Stale to prohibit Judge Filzgtrald from 
resinging the office of District Judge and 
becoming a candidate for Governor. He is 
barred by Section 142, Article VI, of the 
Constitution from being eligible while hold- 
ing a judicial office, but in case of resigna- 
tion there is nothing to prevent his election 
88 Governor.—Elko Independant. 


The Independent la wrong tbie time to a 


dead morn] certainty. Whilo there is noth- 
sng in tbe Constitution to prohibit Judge 
Fitzgerald fiom resigning his ofhce, that 
instrument does most positively prohibit 
him from holding any non-judicial office 
in tbe State, to which he might be elected 
at any time before the first Monday in 
January, 1891. Section 142, Article VI, to 
which the Independent refers, says: 


The Justices of the Supreme Court and 


the District Judges, shall be ineligible to 
any office, other than a judicial offise, dur- 
ing the term for which they shall have been 
elected; and all elections or appointments 
o£ any such Judges by the people, Legisla- 
ture or otherwise during such period, to 
any other office than judicial, shall ba void. 


' 'During the tii/u for which thiy shall have 


ban elected.'' 
The term for which Judge 


Fitzgernld^was elected doe-* net expire un- 
til tbe first Monday in January, 1891. 
His 


resignation would not affect the|term "for 
which he was elected." Tne election for 
Governor takes place this year, "during 
that period," via tha term for which Judge 
Fitzgerald was elected, and'coasequautly if 
he should be elected ly the yeqple, Legisla- 
ture or otherwise, his election would "be 
void" and the eligible candidate receiving 
the next highest number of votes would be 
declared 
elected. 
Either that or there 


would have to bs another election. The 
intent of the clause quoted is as plain as its 
language. It is to prevent Supreme or 
JDisttiet Judges from exercising their power 
for the furtherance of their own political 
preferment. 
Judge Fitzgerald is too good 


a lawyer not Io understand that hs ia con- 
stitutionally ineligible for Governor, and we 
have no idea that he baa ever thought of 
becoming a candidate this Fall, for that 
office. 


Oassidy, in the Sentinel, claims that the 


measure proposed in Senator Stewart's 
bill for granting the public lands in Nevada 
to the State for irrigation purposes, did not 
originate with that gentleman. He says he 
introduced a similar bill years ago in the 
House of Brprescntatives, and that the 
Sentinel has always advocated such dispo- 
sition of the public domain. 
If Mr. Stew- 


art succeeds in accomplishing what Mr. 
Cassidy originated, thero will probably be 
no disposition by the people of tbe State to 
detract from the full rnoasure of credit due 
for the result, which the present Senator 
and the ex-Representative cnn divide to 
suit themselves. 


HORRORS IN DAHOMEY. 


Shocking Things Dr. Bayol Saw-Mend- 


*• 
ish Amazon*. 


A letter from Paris, giving details of 


the adventures of Dr. B»yol, the $oy- 
ernor of Kotonou, who was imprisoned 
by the king of Dahomey, appears irt The 
VoBslsche Zeitung. Dr. Bayol himself 
was not ill treated, but was forced to 
witness the most horrible executions, 
and was closely watched night and day 
by three of the most important chiefs. 
He was forced to be present at the exe- 
cution of his secretary and hla interpret- 
er, and was n spectator of the sacrifice 
at one time of eighty-four toman beings, 
and at another of forty-two. Th,e vic- 
tims were bound, mutilated In a horri- 
ble manner, and then, still alive, hung 
up by the heels. Then their bodies were 
opened with large rpund knives and the 
intestines taken out, alter which the 
corpses were thrown into a "place of 
skulls," where in forty-eight hours they 
were reduced by birds of prey to skele- 
tons. 


Dr. Bayol was every time compelled 


to view each corpse, wMle the execu- 
tioners carefully turned the heads of 
their victims toward him. Upon one 
occasion he desired to buy off some ne- 
groes, whom he recognized aa proteges 
from Porto Novo, but the king angrily 
refused to allowii Every day his dusky) 
majesty danced before the doctor, exe-1 
outing steps ajid jumps which would 
have been highlyentertamingunderotJier 
circumstances. At these times the king 
wore sandals and a sort of Grecian cap 
on bis head, and six Amazons dancea 
with him. 


The Amazons Dr. Bayol describes as 


very fiends. One day the doctor wit- 
nessed a spectacle which he will never 
forget, At a sign from the king 500 
Amazons rushed upon a livjng ox and 
tore it into pieces in a few seconds: then 
each, with a piece of raw flesh in her 
mouth, marched ofi singing, while five 
of their number held the ekm and head 
of their victim aloft in triumph. 


In festal garments they witnessed from 


the roofs of the neighboring huts the 
human sacrifices of the next day and 
laughed heartily. They always appear 
perfectly resigned and go quietly to 
death when their turn conies. The king 
is very suspicious, and would not sign 
the letter written to the president^ the 
French republic. Dr. Bayol's return to 
the coast was extremely dangerous, for 
he had no passport and was therefore 
obliged, in spite of illness, to march 
more than fifty miles in one day through 
country with which he was quite unac- 
quainted. On arriving at Kotonou he 
heard of the death of the king, whom, 
had he been still at Dahomey, he would 
have probably been accused of poison- 
ing.
